We  will 
not  book  orders  made  up  entirely  of  scarce  varieties. 

— We  accept  all  orders  on  condition  that  they  shall  be  void 
should  injury  befall  stock  from  frost,  fire,  hailstorms  or  other  causes  over 
which  we  have  no  control.
